Detectives Say That Henry B. Sim- 
mons, Arrested in St. Louis, Will 
Be Charged With the Grav- 
est of Crimes. 


Murder of the son of a prominent Mem- 
phis merchant to conceal his connection 
with a robbery is the real charge that is to 
be placed against Henry B. Simmons, the 
negro graduate of Fisk University arrest- 
ed in St. Louis for complicity in a series 
of 25 burglaries. 

Detective Walter 8S. Lawless, who is in 
the city from Memphis awaiting the arrival 
of extradfion papers for Simmons, told 
the Post-Dispatch Wednesday that the au- 
thorities of his cit’ had been looking for 
Simmons on this charge for some time and 
that the case was a strong one. 

His instructions from the chief of his de- 
partment, he explained, prevented him 
from revealing the name of Simmons’ sup- 
parsed victim. 

Simmons and his partner were known to 
the boy who was killed. He was 17 years 
of age and the developments of the case 
have convinced the detectives who have 
worked on the murder mystery that the 


’ boy surprised Simmons and his pal as they 


were looting a store where the youth was 
employed. 

There were evidences of burglary about 
the place where the body was found. | It 
lay in the open doorway of the store. The 
interior of the place was ig disorder.

NO CARS TO EAST ST. LOUIS. 


UNION COMES TO DEFENSE OF A 
MOTORMAN. 


One Hundred Men Quit Work Because 
President Day Refused to Rein- 
state a Discharged 
Employe. 


A strike on the Day line and the Suburban 
line, running between East St. Louis and 
Belleville, and the local street railway lines 
of Belleville, was begun early Wednesday 
morning. The union men who’ have been 
manring the cars refused to take any car 
out, and up to 2 o'clock Wednesday no at- 
tempt had been made to, move any of the 
cars. 

About 100 men, comprising the motor- 
men, conductors and shop men, quit work 
Wednesday morning, and they declare they 
will not take out any cars until President 
Day reinstates Motorman Van Houten. 

The strike is ah orderly one, and the 
union offered to President Day to run the 
United States mail cars as usual. Presi- 
dent Day declined the offer, and not a 
wheel was turned. The company is makifig 
no effort to run cars. ‘ 

The only trouble arising from the strike 
occurred during Tuesday night. The com- 
pany imported about 50 non-union men from 
St. Louis to build a switch in the west end 
of Belleville, in order that the crowds could 
be the more easily handled during the street 
fair. A long trench was dug,.in which the 
track was to be laid. Union sympathizers 
filled up the trench Tuesday night, and the 
work of the men on Tuesday was rendered 
useless. 


The strike was called because of the dis- 
charge of Motorman George Van Houten 
by Superintendent Thomas. On Aug. 23 Van 
Houten’s car collided with an Air Line en- 
gine, near the Garstside bridge, three miles 
west of Belleville. Rain thé night before 
had rendered the track slippery. Weeds 
had grown up thick along the sides of the 
track and between the rails. The weeds 
were bent across the rails and though the 
motorman endeavored to stop his car in or- 
der to avoid the accident he was unable to 
do so. 

When the incident was reported to Super- 
intendent Thompson he promptly suspended 
the motorman. Later he was discharged by 
order of President Day. 

The union served notice on President Day 
that a strike would be ordered if Van Hout- 
en were not reinstated. President Day 
offered to leave the question to arbitration. 
The union was willing to do this, but de- 
manded that pending the action of the 
board of arbitration Van Houten be al- 
lowed to go to work. President Day would 
not accede to this condition. . 

Several days ago President Oliver Green 
of the union served notice on President 
Day that if the question were not adjusted 
by Wednesday morning the union would 
not permit any tars to be taken out. The 
strike fo'lowed. 

President Day has telegraphed to W. D. 
Mahon, national president of the Street 
Railway Union, a¢ Detroit, Mich., laying 
the facts before him and asking him to use 
his offices in declaring the strike off. 

Members of the union say the action of 
the street car officials in discharging Van 
Houten is only one of many acts of injus- 
tice they have been compelled to submit to. 
The men declare they will stand firm in 
their fight for what they will stand firm in 

The lines affected are the Belleville local 
lihes and the Day line dnd the Suburban 
line, the last mentioned lines running be- 
tween Belleville and East St. Loults.

THIS WILL BE THE LIMIT, 


Superintendent Soldan’s Observations 
Concerning Opening Days and Ef- 
fect of Strike on Blow School. 


The official returns of the enrollment of 
pupils in the public schools shows that 
there were 57,78 who reported, as against 
51,3228 who were enrolled the first day of 
last year. 

Superintendent Soldan said to the Post- 
Dispatch that ~these figures represented 
about the é€ntire enrollment, and that he did 
not expect the second return, which will be 
made Friday, to show any material differ- 
ence. 

The increase over the enrollment of last 
year is 6457 , 

Superintendent Soldan stated that the. 
first day of school is very frequently no 
criterion tc judge by, as the attendance is 
easily affected by the weather or some 
other circumstance, as in the case of last 
season, when the first day fell upon a Jew- 


ish holiday, This greatly affected the enroll- 
ment in the Jefferson and Shields schools. 

The same rule concerning the children be- 
ing vaccinated is in force this year. Supt. 
Soldan said that it would be enforced, but 
that common sense would be used in so do- 
ing. Where a child has not been vaccinated 
and his parents authorize it to be, whenever 
the board of health thinks proper the child 
wiil be admitted, When the parents want 
their child vaccinated by some private phy- 
sicilan who may be out of the city, if they 
promise to have it done gt the earliest mo- 
ment, the chtld is admitted. 

These departures from the rule that a 
child must be vaccinated are only permissi- 
ble when there is no smatpux tn the city. 

Superintendent Soldan draws one conclu- 
sion from the return of the enrollment of 
the Blow school which he gave to the Post- 
Dispatch. This school is in a crowded dis- 
trict.in the South End, and yet the enroll- 
ment on Tuesday was nearly a hundred less 
than it was the opening day of last year, a 
fact that has induced the superintendent to 
draw the conclusion that owing to the strike 
many people have moved from that section 
and come nearer to the center of the city.

Cut in half eight or nine nice ripe peach- 


es; remove the stones and mash the fruit; 
mix it with one cupful sugar, add half gill 
of lemon juice and four cupfuls of water; 
let stand half hour; then strain through a 


fine sieve and freeze. 


Pineapple Ice. 


Peel and grate a medium-sized pineapple 
measure the pulp, and for one pint of 
pineapple pulp add one gill of lemon juice, 
two pints water and one and a half cupfuls 
sugar. Strain through a sieve and freeze. 


Frozen Fruit. 


Remove the skin from two bananas and 
cut thee into small dice-shaped pleces. 
Put them in a bowl and add one cupful of 
each, fine-cut pineapple, pitted cherries, 
oranges without seeds and skin, fine-cut 
eaches, one cupful sugar and one gill of 
Kirsch or Maraschino or Rhine wine. Mix 
all the fruits together and put it In a freez- 
er; cover and fill the space between the pail 
and freezer with rock salt and ice; let

Let it freeze from 
three to four hours, then serve. 


Chocolate Ice Cream With Sea Moss 
Farina. ; 


Put half teaspoonful of Sea Moss Farina 
with one and a half cupfuls sugar in «4 
double beller: add one quart milk and three 
ounces ‘insweetened ¢hocolate, cook 20 min- 
utes, stirring frequently; remove and add 
one pint of cream and one tablespoonful 
vanilla extract. When cold, freeze until 
the contents begin to thicken, then add the 
beaten whites of two eggs: continue to 
freeze until firm. This quantity wll — 
duce two quarts and a half of excellent 
chocolate cream.

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Europe Believes There Is a 
Secret Understanding. 


Li HUNG CHANG’S PROMISE. 


RUSSIA HOPES TO HAVE A SLICE 
OF MANCHURIA. 


Indications of a Serious Revolt in the 
Southern Provinces of China 
Which Will Add to Com- 
plications. 


LONDON, Sept. 5—.There is no sign as yet 
of any decision on the part of the powers 
regarding the Russian proposals. The Jap- 
anese papers unreservedly condemn the idea 
of evacuating Pekin and hint that there 
is a secret compact between Germany and 
Russia to the detriment of Great Britain 


and Japan. 

It is said today that Li Hung Chang wired 
the Chinese minister in London as follows: 

“Our St. Petersburg minister has persuad- 
ed Russia to leave Pekin. You are useless 
if you cannot persuade England.”’ 

It is asserted that Earl Li has promised 
Russia three Manchurian provinces if she 
secures the withdrawal of the allied forces 
from Pekin and favorable peace terms from 
the powers. Both the Empress Dowager and 
Li Hung Chang are said to be lavishing 
money to attain these objects. 

A dispatch to the Telegraph from Hong 
Kong, dated Sept..3, states that influential 
natives say the flame of rebellion has been 
fanned in southern China, and they predict 
a tremendous conflagration within a month, 
Several reform parties, with headquarters 
in Hong Kong, are supported by funds re- 
ceived from rich Chinese from the United 
States. 

The proceedings of the Russians in and 
around Pekin are watched with some anxie- 
ty. The situation threatens to develop 
many complications. It is said that the 
Russians intend to take Shan-Hai-Kwan. 
They have assumed complete possession of 
the Hai-Ku arsenal at Tien-Tsin and allow 
admission to none but the Russians. The 
arsenal still contains thousands of pounds’ 
worth of guns and ammunition. 

The Russians are charged with cutting 
the wire between this point and Pekin and 
with committing various other petty an- 
noyances 

There is little authoritative indication that 
the Dowager Empress is ready to treat for 
peace, even if the allied powe*s reach an 
agreement in regard to the best means of 
opening negotiations. On the _ contrary, 
many rumors, gathered at Shanghai, sug- 
gest that she is carrying on her anti-foreign 
policy with increased zeal. 

The latest reported ~~~ decree from 
Tai Yuan Fu is said to be defiant and un- 
repentant, and to contain the statement that 
the court fled lest the Emperor might be 
killed during the fighting between the Box- 
ers and Christians, and thus leave no one to 
continue the “Ancestral worship.”’ The de- 
cree is also said to exhort a union of the 
viceroys to “avenge the injuries inflicted on 
China’ by the powers. 


Great Powers Are Tardy. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 5.—Russia has not 
indicated that her intentions will be af- 
fected should a majority or any of the pow- 
ers refuse to withdraw from Pekin in imi- 
tation of the Russian example. Up to this 
time there has been a significagt tardiness 
among the powers in declaring what their 
course will be. Netther Germany, France, 
Japan, Great Britafh nor Italy has replied 
positively one way or the other, and it Is 
assumed that Russia will not take the 
initiative action untjl a reasonable time 
shall have elapsed f the powers to con- 
sider what is best for them to do. 


A LIBEL ON COL. JOE RICKEY}: 


Gotham Drink Mixers Are Using Aob- 
sorbent Limes Made of Rubber in 
Compounding His Favorite Drink. 


NEW YORK, Sept. 5.—A: charge of the 
most serious, nature, one that will tause 
Col. Joe Rickey great concern, is made by 
an Envlish actor, John Lehay, now in New 
York. He says that metropolitan barkeep- 
ers ar using limes made of rubber as a sub- 
stitute for the real tropic-grown article. 

Mr. LeNay declares that this deception is 
a libel upon Col. Joseph Rickey, the in- 
ventor of the gin rickey, and that, all to- 
gmether it is an gQutrage. The Iimes, he 
states, are made of rubwer in close imi- 
tation of the real article and are then 
halved and placed in a liquid resembling 
lime juice, which they absorb. When a 
customer calls for a gin rickey the bar- 
tender goes through the motions of squeez- 
ing a real lime, but in reality he merely 
forces from the counterfeit lime the de- 
leterious juices which it has absorbed. 

There have been complaints hitherto that 
limes were used more than once by local 
bartenders, but this is the first suggestion 
that the Rubber Trust has entered into 
competition with the West Indian growers 
of this fruit.

“The entire farm contains only thirty 
acres and cost me nearly $4000, although the 
land is not worth that much today. Instead 
of having 120 acres in oats I had only five 
acres in oats, and the oats have ’not yet 
been threshed.
